Status of Amendments 

1 . Applicant's amendments in the replies filed on May 1 8, 2009 and May 22, 2009 
have been acknowledged and entered. 

The reply filed on May 18, 2009 included amendments to claim 31, 32, 33, 36, 
37, 39, and 51-53, cancellation of claims 34, 35, 48, 49, 57-59, and 62, addition of new 
claims 63-65, information disclosure statement, and Declarations of Dr. Hans Deckmyn 
and Dr. Pablo Bruguera under 37 CFR 1 .1 32. The support for the claim amendments in 
the reply filed on May 18, 2009 is indicated on pp6-7 of applicant's remarks section in 
the reply filed on May 18, 2009. 

The reply filed on May 22, 2009 included Declaration of Dr. Dr. Jozef Arnout 
under 37 CFR 1.132. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on May 18, 2009 has been 
considered by the examiner. For the Cite No. 1 , the first author name (Vanhoorebeke) 
has been inserted in place of Deckmyn. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pp8-43, filed on May 1 8, 2009 and pp2-1 1 , filed on 
May 22, 2009, and Declarations of Dr. Hans Deckmyn, Dr. Pablo Bruguera, and Dr. Dr. 
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Jozef Arnout under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed on May 18, 2009 and May 22, 2009 with respect 
to all prior art rejections have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 31 -33, 36-41 , 50-56, 60, 61 , and 63-65 has been withdrawn. Specifically, 
there is a lack of motivation to combine teachings of Hoylaerts, which uses soluble 
glycoprotein 1 b(a) (GP1 b(a)) for the detection of vWF activity, with the teachings of 
Favaloro as the assay of Hoylaerts is not sensitive enough to distinguish type MA and 
MB vWD (see Declaration of Dr. Hans Deckmyn under 37 CFR 1 .132). 

Examiner's Amendment

Claims 46 and 47 are cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The currently 
recited claims are directed to a method of discriminating between types of von- 
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Willebrand disease by comparing the ratio between von-Willebrand factor (vWF) binding 
activity and amount of vWF-antigen. The claims further recite that the vWF binding 
activity is determined using a soluble form or portion of GP1b(a) that is not associated 
with a platelet in the presence of ristocetin or a functionally equivalent substance, 
wherein the soluble form or portion of GP1b(a) is presented by an anti- GP1b(a) 
antibody. The prior art cited in the instant application fails to teach the claimed limitation 
of discriminating von-Willebrand disease using vWF binding activity determined by a 
soluble form or portion of GP1b(a) that is not associated with a platelet in the presence 
of ristocetin or a functionally equivalent substance, wherein the soluble form or portion 
of GP1b(a) is presented by an anti- GP1b(a). Further, the prior art does not render the 
claimed invention having limitations recited in independent claim 31 obvious and all 
dependent claims thereof obvious.
